The suitable distance for planting varies, according to the soil, from 20 to 35 feet.

To the growers of this most beautiful flower, truly called the ‘“‘ Queen 
of Autumn,’’ the proprietor would suggest the following directions. The 
ground should be trenched eighteen or twenty inches deep, and made rich 
and light. Very strong and handsome stakes should be firmly fixed in the 
ground before planting, and the dahlia planted beside it, and, as it grows, 
carefully and securely tied to the stake. Water them thoroughly and 
powerfully with a garden syringe, in dry weather. After the frost has 
destroyed the flowers, cut them down to the second or third joint above 
the crown, (smoothly, abéve the joint,) and lift them carefully, allowing 
a portion of the earth to remain and dry on between the bulbs. After two 
or three days’ drying in the shade, remove them to a dry cellar, secure 
from frost, and your work is safely done. 
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The following list is very select, embracing about 200 varieties that are 
most desirable for their beauty, size, form, fragrance and delicacy, all o 
which are now growing in the nurseries of the proprietor. Besides the 
kinds enumerated he has many new varieties, the qualities of which are 
not distinctly known; they will be added to the Catalogue the next sea- 
son, together with every new and valuable variety, as it is the intention 0 
the proprietor to make this department of culture an object of his especial 
care, and customers who notice in other Catalogues a variety not here 
mentioned may be sure of obtaining it. 

The list has been arranged and classified after the manner adopted in 
French, English and New York Catalogues. Class No. 1 is ranked by 
many amateurs as the first in requisition on account of its many desirable 
qualities. They commence expanding their flowers in May in the open 
air, and continue through the season, giving a constant succession 0 
blooms : potted and housed they will bloom during the winter months. 
The varieties of Class No. 2 are highly esteemed for their beautiful tea- 
scented odor. Like Class No. 1 they have the same qualities with regard 
to perpetual blooming, and may be protected during the winter months 
with slight care. The new varieties are more hardy than the old sorts. 

The Bourbon Roses are quite hardy, and will withstand the severity of 
our winters with a slight protection. If housed, they will bloom freely 
through the winter. ; 

In the Bourbon and Noisette Roses, those marked P. form long flexible 
shoots, well adapted for training. In those classes of roses which are not 
generally fragrant, the letter F’. is attached to such as are so. 

The abbreviations used are glob. globular, the outer petals encircling 
the flower till fully blown; cup. cupped, the outer row of petals erect, 
rather incurved. For other brief remarks see list.

Seedsman are sometimes censured without a cause. We are aware 
that there may have been in times past old seeds, and seeds of an inferior 
quality, sold for fresh and genuine kinds. ‘This practice cannot be too 
severely reprobated. But while the seedsman is sometimes liable to cen- 
sure, let it not be forgotten that the germinating principle in flower seeds 
is tender, and many varieties require nice attention and watchful care. 
Accidents of weather, by insects, too deep or too shallow planting, a soil 
not congenial, &c. &c., all may combine to destroy the vitality of seeds, 
and these casualties ought not, surely, to be charged to the seedsman. 

Those marked (c) are climbing plants; those marked (d) are delicate an- 
nuals, and should be sown in pots or very light rich earth, about a quarter 
of an inch under the surface, in the middle of April, and transplanted in 
the open ground the end of May or the beginning of June.

BRIEF HINTS FOR TRANSPLANTING. 


‘¢ Previous to laying out an orchard or fruit garden the soil should be 
manured and pulverized to a great depth. It should be made sweet, that 
the nutriment which the roots receive may be wholesome ; free, that they 
may be at full liberty to range in quest of it; and rich, that there may be 
no defect in the food. 

‘* If orchards are made from meadows or pasture lands, the ground should 
be improved as much as possible by manuring, trenching, ploughing, &c. 
At the time of planting, let the holes be dug somewhat larger than is 
sufficient to admit the roots in their natural position, and of sufficient depth 
to allow of a foot of rich and well palvarized mould to be thrown in before 
the trees are planted. 

‘¢ In transplanting trees, they should not be placed more than an inch 
or two deeper than they were in the nursery beds, and the earth intended 
for filling in should be enriched and well pulverized by mixing in some 
good old manure; and if any leaves, decayed brush, or other refuse of a 
farm are attainable, let such be used around the trees in filling, taking 
eare that the best pulverized mould is admitted among the fine roots. 
The trees in planting should be kept at ease, and several times shaken so 
as to cause an equal distribution of the finer particles of earth to be con- 
nected with the small fibres of the roots, and when completely levelled, 
let the ground be well trodden down and moderately watered, which 
should be repeated occasionally after spring planting, if the weather 
should prove dry.’’ 


Trees and Priants should always be carefully packed at the nursery 
for the protection of the roots and limbs, as well as for convenience in 
transportation. Orders will in all cases be packed and reasonable charges 
made for packing, unless otherwise ordered.
